1 . (Cu^Tcntly amended) A headwear comprising a crown adapted to substantiaUy 
conform to a wearer's head, the crown comprising a substantially planar panel having 
opposing interior and exterior surfeces and an aperture which extends through the panel 
from the interior surface to the exterior surface, the aperture operably configured to secure a 
longitudinally extending article so that, when the article is inserted through the aperture, a 
proximal end o3 the article is contactingly supported adjacent to the exterior surface of the 
panel and a medial portion of the article is supported so as to extend ax^acent to and 
substantiaUy pa -allel with the interior surface of the pane L wherein the crown f t^nhe^ 
comprises a flexible me mber affixed to the interior surface of tfie panel to foim a closed 
sleeve or pouch to contactinglv supp ort the medial i>ortion of the article on a side opp osi^ 
fn-nftT atrfart • n f the panel 

2. (Origi lal) The headwear of claim 1 in combination Avith the article inserted 
through the aperture as described in claim 1. 

3. (Origiaal) The headwear of claim 1, wherein the article comprises a golf tee and 
wherein the pn» imal end of said golf tee includes a golf ball support surfece configured to 
contactingly sup port a golf ball. 
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4. (Cun enUy amended) The headwear of claim 1, wherein the aperture is 
chaiacterized as a first aperture and wherein the headwear further comprises a second 
aperture in the >anel, the second aperture extending from the interior surface to the exterior 
surface and bei ig aligned with the first aperture so that, upon insertion of the article 
through the first aperture, a distal end of the article extends through the second aperture and

is contactingly .;i^ported adjacent tfie exterior sur)^ce of the pane l^and wherein the flexible 
member extend s between the first and second apertures . 

5. (Orig.nal) The headwear of claim 1, wherein the crown comprises a plurality of 
adjacently disposed panels- 

6. (Original) The headwear of claim 1 , wherein the panel is formed of a layer of 
flexible fabric. 

7. (Orig inal) The headwear of claim 1, wherein the aperture comprises a sKt, 

8. (Origi ial) The headwear of claim 7, wherein the aperture fiirther comprises, a 
peripherally disf )0sed series of adjacent loops of threads so that the aperture is characterized 
as having a substantially button-hole configuratioa 

9. (Curreatly amended) The headwear of claim 1, wherein the h e adwoor fiirther 
flexible member comprises an interior headband afOxed to the panel and which extends 
about an interior circumference of the crown, and wherein the aperture is located in the 
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panel so that, upon insertion of the article through said ^rture, the medial portion of the 
article and a di stal end of the article are contactingly supported in a gap between the interior 
surface of the p anel and the headband. 

10. (Cu)Tently amended) The headwear of claim 9, wherein the panel comprises a 
flap portion which wraps around and afBxes to the headband, and wherein the headwear 
ftttther oompriE fflg comprises a layer of protective material disposed at a base of the flap 
portion between the distal end of the article and said base to reduce wear of the flap portion

by the distal end. 

1 1. (Oriijinal) The headwear of claim 1, further comprising a bill which projects 
from the crown to form a visor for the wearer, and wherein the panel is contactingly 
adjacent to the bill. 

12. (Qrif 3nal) The headwear of claim 1, further comprising a bill which projects 
from the crown :o form a visor for the wearer on a first side of the crown, and wherein the 
panel is diq>osed on a second side of the crown opposite the first side. 

13. (Cunently amended) The headwear of claim 1, further comprising wherein the 
flexible member comprises a backing layer aflBxed to the inner surface of the panel to forai 
a closed sleeve t •> accommodate and enclose the medial portion of the article.

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15. (Currently amended) An apparatus, comprising: 

a headv/ear comprising a crown adapted to substantially confoim to a wearer's head, 
Jie crown comprising a substantially planar panel having opposing interior 
ind exterior surfaces and an aperture which extends through the panel from 
lie interior surface to the exterior surfac e, the crown further comprising a 
•lexibte memher affi xed to the interior surface of the panel and disposed 
< idiacent the aperture: and 
a golf tee having a proximal end with a golf ball support surface to contactingly 
support a golf ball, a medial portion and a tapered distal end, the golf tee 
i nserted through the aperture so that the proximal end is contactingly 
supported adjacent to the exterior surface of the panel and the medial portion 
c f the article extends adjacent to and substantially parallel with the interior 
surface of the panel between said interior surface and the flexible member. 

1 6. (On ginal) The apparatus of claim 15, wherein the ^erture comprises a slit, 

17. (Cunmtly amended) The apparatus of claim 15, wherein the aperture is 
characterized as a first ^erture and wherein the apparatus further comprises a second 
^erture in the panel, the second aperture extending jfrom the interior surface to the exterior 
surface and being aligned with the first aperture so that the distal end of the golf tee extends 
through the second aperture and is contactingly supported adjacent the exterior surface of 
the pane l, and wacrein the flexible member extends between the first and second anertures. 
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18. (Origiiial) The apparatus of claim 17, wherein the first and second apertures 
each further conprise a peripherally disposed series of a<yacent loops of threads so that the 
first and second apCTtures are each respectively characterized as having a substantially 
button-hole corfiguration. 

19. (Currently amended) The apparatus of claim 15» wherein the flexible member 
k e adwoar fiirfhor comprises an interior headband aflBxed to the panel and which extends 
about an interior circumference of the crown, and wherein the aperture is located in the 
panel so that, ui.>on insertion of the golf tee through said ^rture, the medial portion and the 
distal end of tht golf tee are supported in a between the interior surfece of the panel and 
the headband. 

20. (Oriijnal) The apparatus of claim 15, further comprising a backing layer afiBxed 
to the mner surface of the panel to form a closed sleeve to accommodate and enclose the 
medial portion of the golf tee.

22. (Nev, ) The apparatus of claim 15, wherein the flexible member comprises a 
lay^ of canvas or sctni-elastic fabric affixed to the interior surface of the panel. 
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23. (N:;w) A headwear comprising a cioAvn adapted to substantially confonn to a 
wearer's head, the crown comprising a substantially planar panel having opposing interior 
and exterior su faces and an intOTor headband afiSxed to the panel and which extends about 
an interior circ^unference of the crown, the panel comprising an aperture which extends 
between said ii terior and exterior surfaces adjacent the headband and configured so that, 
upon insertion of an elongated article through said aperture, a medial portion of the article 
and a distal end of the article are contactingly supported in a gap between the interior 
surface of the panel and the headband, and wherein the headwear further comprises a layer 
of protective material at a junction betwe^ the headband and the panel configured to 
support said distal end of the article. 
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
